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Gen. John D. Ryan, Air 
Force chief of staff -designate, 
said yesterday he considers 
biological warfare “another 
means of imposing casualties” 
but that its possible use is up 
to civilian Pentagon chiefs. 

Ryan, appearing before the 
Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee, was asked by Sen. 
Thomas J. McIntyre (D-N.H.) 
whether he had any “natural 
revulsion” towards the use of 
biological warfare. 

“We’re revolted by any cas- 
ualties,” Ryan said. He added, 
“This is one way to impose 
them.” 

‘Whether biological weap- 
ons should be used or not is a 
decision that is beyond the 
military,” he said. 

'he committee, meetings in- 
closed session immediately 
after the hearing, approved 
Ryan for a four-year term as 
the Air Force’s top uniformed I 


officer, succeeding Gen. John 
MoConnell. 

It also approved the nomina- 
tion of Adm. Thomas Moorer ■ 
for a new two-year term as 
chief of naval operations.
